and stationed them around the bank 
and railroad buildings. Barricades of 
cotton half* were hastily erected and 
every preparation mp.de to repel an 
attack from the Colombian forces.

The Nashville was able to land only 


'fifty marines, but Commander Hub- 
bard called on American residents of 
Colon for aid. 
Fifty promptly re- 


epondcd. They were armed with rllles 
supplied from the Nashville. 


In the meantime Commander Hub- 


bard opened negotiations with Col. 
Torres, offering 
to 
re-embark 
the 


American force if the government 
troops would return to their camp on 
Monkey hill, where they passed the 
night. 


Col. Torres, however, refused to re- 


turn to Monkey hill, which In wltuat- 
cd about a mile from Colon, saying 
the place was too unhealthy for the 
soldiers, and that It was necessary for 
them to come to town. He declared 
" further that he was determined to 


give battle to any troops coming to 
Colon, from Panama.
